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' Part L—Administrative, 

1. So fat as Northern India is concerned, the progress made in the 
conservation of ancient monumunts during the past year, has been tboroughty 
systematic and well sustained. In addition to the ordinary annual re}>aim, 
mnnY important Estimates of a special character Lave been carried out both in 
the United Provinces and the Piinjab, while in the Frontier Province and Ajmer, 
all that was needed (not a great dual, bo it said) haa been done by the Load 
Governments, Of the special estiraatea referred to those relating to the following 
works dosyrvo particular notice, lathe United Provinces r the repair of tlie 
ca.st false gate at Sikandarah; the cleaninee of debris from Akbar’s Palace m 
the Agra Fort; the reproofing and repair of the Chattar Manxil at Lucknow; the 
dismantling of modern additions in the Zenana Palace at AUababod, and the 
acquisition of iHriam’s Tomb at Sikaudarah, which was purchased by tbo Local 
Go vor ament at a cost of £s. 60,000. In the Fan jab i tlm reconstruction of the 
old Hayat Bakhsh Garden in the DcUd Fort, and of the Bhnh Buri pavilion^ 
which had been severely damaged in the earthquake of 1905; the restoration of 
t!je water ehannob in IIumayun.’» Tomb; the repair of the Khirki Iktasjid near 
Delhi; and the rebnilding of the causeway leading to the tomb of the Emperor 
Uuhammad Tughlaq, At Ajmer: the repair of the Badshahi buildinga. And 
in the ProntiGr Provinoe : the clearance of the Buddhist monnsteiy at Takht'i- 
Baki. As regards the last montioned spot, let me remark that the conservation 
of thu ruLns both here and at JamaJgarui is rendered peculiarly difficult owing 
to the depredations of the neighbouring viUagera, and that the remains are not 
being further exposed^ untU it is certain that they wiE run no risk of being 
damaged. 

2. In the Bombay Presidency, also, and in TVestem Bengal, the year’s cam* 
paign has proceeded steadily, though, slowly, the main aciuevemeate of tho 
year in the latter province being the clearonoe of sand and debris from the com* 
pound of the Black Pagoda at Konamk and oertain repairs to the Bargahs of 
Makhdum Shall at Manor and of^ Bnhrtun Sakka at Burdwan ; while in the 
Western Presidency the most important work-has been done at the Caves nf 
Elenhnnta, at the mosques of Champanir, at Bikandar Shah’s Tomb at Halol, 
at the Jami Mnsijid at Broach, at the Gol Gumbax and Jal Mandir in Bijapiir, 
and at the Kallagudi Temple in Degam. There are many fine monuments in 
the Bombay Presidency still in a sad state of disrepair, and unless the Local 
Government can see its way to increase the annual nllotinent to arcJinsoIogy, it 
will be impossdblc for them all to be taken in liam l before they have suffered 
irrumedialue harm. 

3. In Southern India, the provision made in the local budget seems to 
have been adequate enongb, hut delays occurred in the passing of various esti- 
i^tes, with the result that the amount actually spent was far below* the sane* 
tioofjd grant. The blame for this is attributed, in part at least, by Mr. Boa to 
the misoonduct of his late manager, who. he states, " supprrissed a jarge number 
of official documents of all sorts, including numerous estunates for conservation 
repairs Whatever the cause may have been, it is singularly unf ortmiste tha^ 
when funds were forthcoming, they could not be utilised to the full, and it Is 
greatly to be hoped that the Supermtendent in Madras will be able to prevent 
the lecuirence of such delays in future. 
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4. As to the re^t of Erituh India find Bunna^ good work has bean done 

CO far as the local grants would permit^ but thoae have l>eeii too maugre for 
letilly satisfacbuTj to be made. Thus in Bunna, the whole expeu* 

ditu^ on consuTTation aiuoimted to lU. 19,282, of whieh Bs, 8,307 wort* coiitrl" 
butod by the ImperuJ Government;, In the Ceutrul Pronnces aipenditurc wn*; 
reduced to Er. 0,743, and in Eastern fien^l to Ha, 6,027. If these sums rt^present 
the utmost that can be i^iared by the local adminlKtmtion-s for the upkeep of 
the monuments comniltted to their diaige, tiien it is time to ask wm'ther it 
wouhl not Ini the Letter course for the Iiuporial Goremroont to ORSume entire 
responsibility for atchteolDgical works. At present, the Government of India 
bears ntjarty the whole cost of the local estahlishmenbi, and contributes & lakh 
of ru|jet*s each year tounnhi oonsotFation and other special objects. But, in spite 
of iho relief thus given to the Itucul Governments, somo of them are doltu; less 
and less each year for themselves. • 

5. Opinions as to the framing of rules 4nd regnlationj! under the Ancient 
Monuments’ Act were obtained from Local A^inistratimis, but proved so com¬ 
pletely divergent in character, that the Govomment of India deemed it usclc^’? 
to coordinate them or to offer suggestions that might make for uniformity lu 
the applicatiDn of the Act, Later in the year, rules were issued in Burma Er>r 
the control of excavation in spociiicd areas,*under sections 20 and 23 of tht* Act, 
and action tnis abio taken in connection with the notification of monuments as 


protMted uuder seouon 3, and the prohibitii^n of the removal of sculptures, 
carvings, etc., without the written permission of the Deputy ConmiisBiotier. 
In the Bomhay Presidency, 160 monmueuts in all were declared protected 
under section 3 of the Act, but relatively tew in other parts of India. It is greatly 
to hoped tf^t all the Local Governments will avau tbemselves of tho pro¬ 
visions of this Act to protect the nioaumeuts under thoir charge. Up to the 

E nt I hove not heard of the euforcement of the Act leading to nuy local 
ultiCg or fTicrion; while, on the other hand, in. the ca^ where it has 
been applied, it is already producing emineutly good results. 

6, Good progn^ was ma^ by the Assistant SupBrintendent, iTcjjtem Circle, 
tn the listing of aninent remains in Hajputana, his mbours being mainly dovotetl 
to the Udaipur and JoiBipur States, in wth of which he suoce^ed in collecting 
much yaluable matenar In the Punjab, the Archmolc^oal Surveyor startetl 
w’hat will doubtles prove a very long and arduous task by a tour of inspection 
through the Gurgaonand Delhi DLsinefi:, and nrartioally completed thccatulogui? 
for this part of the Provinco, f^irtJior w'ork in the same hold was also dune by 
the Snperinteiident^ amo^ the Hindu monumonta in the Northem HiU States, 
In Burma,^ the classified Uste arc still in process of compilation, but owing to 
the Buperbitendent’B abseuce on leave and other cauM^, relatively little head- 
W'UY was made with tiiem during tlu‘ year under review, lu other circles 
varioas corrections and uoprovuiueiite were inbruduced into the standing lists, 

7. IVull sustained progroiii has been made in the institution and dcvolop- 
meut of loca] muEeiima, Uiree more-at Ajmer, Delhi and Khajuraho—havang 
t>wii opened to tile public, the building of a fourth having been nearlv com- 
plett^, and various ^proTemente effected in others, Ajs explained* ia a 
previous report, Die Ajmer Museum, which formally opened by Mr. Colvin, 
Agent to thu Governor General, on October 18th, has been established as a 
coTitnd museum for _ the whole of Bajputana, and there appears to he every 
pTobabmty of the Kogput Durbars co-operuting tnmako the collection ihoroughlv 
repr^ntativo of (ill cluBses of antiquities foimd in that part of India. Already

l^In addition to the valuahlo collections of ant iiiuities obtained in the 
courae of tbe excavations described below, many other acquisitions were made 
for the Imperial and Provincial mn.seiims. among which the following imiy be 
spftcially notiix-d. For the Indian Museum. Calcutta: a number of stone imple¬ 
ments from Assom, a large collection of cby sealings from Basarli and 1.038 
coins, including 14 ludo-Grook, 26 Parthian, 180 Sassanian, 44 Assamese, 14 of 
the Sultans of Kashmir and 382 Mughal For the ^InJras Museum i an in¬ 
scribed marble trough ; 2 Buddhist and 3 Jain stone imaires, and Rome copjier 
llgimnes secured under the Treasure Troro Act, For the Lahore Museum: a 
lartre coUoction of Gandliam sculptures collected some years ago by Lord M iUi^i 
Beresford presented to the museum by His Excellency the Viceroy.

57 silver coins of the Eshatrapas, and a beautifully carved wooden porch from a 
temple in Gujarat, wliich I was fortunate in securing from Mr. Imre 
Schwaigor. P^w the Ajmer ifuseum : the copper-plate grant published by 
rnjfessor Klelhorn in £/>. /ad-, Vol V, p. 211 ff.. and several other lih-torieal 
ioscriptionR from Jodhpur and elsewhere. And for the Peshawar Museum: 
several valuable Gaudhani sculptures presented by political otiicera on the 
Frontier, 

9, According to reports received from the various Local Govemmonts, it 
appears tliat 6,055 coins in all wero, examined during the year, of w hich 105 
were ancient, 145 medheval, 1,160 Pathnn, 4,270 Mug^l and 47 AssainesH;. 

The remainder include some undociplicred or unspecified eoins and some mMctii 
coins of the East India Coiiipaay. 2,319 specimens were squired and distri¬ 
buted to the diflerent museums Li India, and 2S0 were offer^ for sale. 

10. Among the firuk from Xorthorn India may be mo.ntionod ^ un¬ 
published rupiMj of Furrukh-fliyar, while a hoard found in the Jhansi District 
of the U nitod Provinces contained some ran; oiamples of Akbar and Jahangir, 
and fumhihed the names of too more mints of the former Emperor. Intorest 
also attaches to some gold pieces of Sljoli Alain II, and Alamgir II, and to some 
copper coins of Vlalayavarmadcva. Among new acquisitions made in 4V estem 
India some gold pieces of Muhammed bin Tugldaq, which eanie from Tha^, aro 
valuable, but tho most iateresting find, perhaps, was one of 6 Sassanmn coins, ui 
which the headdross of the King on tho obverse is said to be of a unique type. 

U, In the field of exploration, the UMt year has been pToductive of aingu-Expimtiw 
larly notable results, foremost among w'liich may be placed the diseovo^ of the 
famous Stupa erected by the Emperor Kan islika near Peshawar, ti^ther^ with 
the sacred relics, believed to be those of Gautama Buddha, which it was built to 
enshrine. As the circumstances of this discovery have already been widely 
published and are being described in detail in the second port of this report, it is 
superfluous for rnp lo dwell on them again. I^t me remark, iiowever, that there 
can be no quesHon that these are the actual relics referred to by the Chmese 
pilgrim Hiuen Thsang iu his account of Eonislika's Stupa, and that there is no 
ralid rtsison to doubt his statement that they were the reucs of Gautama Buddha 
himself. The pilgrim's testimony on this point is confirm^ by the siae and 
oost'Iv magnifioence of the monument enshrining them, which we can hardly 
beliove would have been erected in honour of any relics but those of the greatest 
Ranctity, Where the relics were deposited before they found their way to 
Peshawar, we are not told; but it could not have lieen a diJficult matter for 
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Kaniy>hl:a to obtAm well authenticated relics from one or other of the famous 
stupas within his dominions, and it was nataml enough tUat )ic sliould wish to 
sanctify and enrich his capital of Purushapura by transporting them co iL 

13 . Of greater histaricai, though of leas poptilar Interest, wa-i the disoovety 
of a unique record idating to the Greek rulers of tho Panjalu This important 
find was made on. the site of the ancient city of Vidisa, in the southern ex¬ 
tremity of the Gwalior iStatc, and is of viiiue as afEording conclusive proof that 
Greek influence had penetrated as far ns Vidisa nod Sanchi in the Snd Century 
B, G , The rcoord is carved on a stone column of particularly interesting design, 
and it states that the column was set np as a Garudadhvaja in honour of Vasu- 
deva by one Heliodorcs, the son of Dion, wlio came from Taxila in tbe Fanjab 
as amb aasador of tlio Great King Antialkiilas. It refers also to au Indian king, 
whose n ame unfortunately cannot be identilied from other sources. 

13. In connexiDU with the question of Greek infloenoe in India, I may 
menti on also the discovery, made by me in the Lahore Museum, of some pecu¬ 
liarly in erecting fragments of Hellenistic vases, on one of which is a scene from 
the well-known play of the Antigone. These vuscs, which were found some 
year* ago near Peshawar, furnish us with another valuable link in the chain 
of Hehenifitic influence, and are not without significance for the much vexed 
quesGon of the Indian drama. 

li. At Saheth-Maheth I was able, witb tbe hefp of my assistant Pandit 
Daya Ham, to go on with the work Tjcgun in the previoas year bv Dr. Voccl. 
Our operations, this season, were mainly confined to the precinct of tlse Jetavaon, 
but time was found also to cxamitie a few of the larger stupas in the neighlmur- 
hootl. Perhaps, the most interedlng of these was one known as tlie Fanahiam 
Jhar, which proved to contain some of tbe earliest relics that have yet been thV 
covered in this country. The structure is a dicular one mwisuring 5^ feet in 
diameter and built of baked brick carefully laid. The relic tvccptacic—it ttin 
hardly be caUed a casket—was found at a'depth of 4 feet from tbe existing top. 
It was nothi^ more than a rough rectangular slab of stone, with a full blown 
lotus roughly incised in the middle of one face. In the centre of the lotua a cup 
like cavity was scooped out, and in this the relics were fioncealed. They consist 
of minute fragments of bone accom]»nied by gold leaf, rock crystal, cir¬ 
cular laminae oE silver and a silver puuch*marked coin of a tvpe wLicli 
may be approximately asa%ned to the third or perhaps fourth century B,C., 
to which date the stupa no doii}>t belongs. In the Jetavana itself, we 
sQcoocded in laying bare several large monasteries, and a number of stupas., 
comprising prohably the most prominent monuments on this famous site. The 
description of these structures and of the amaller antiquities found in thorn 
must be reserved for the second jiart of this report. Let me note, however, that 
among the statues was one of a seated BodhisattvB with an inscription in 
Kushana charocteis recording tiie fact that certain images were set up in the 
Jelavana at Smvasti by some Eshatriya brothers, and” that the statues were 
carved by a sculptor of Mathura. This statue affords yet another proof of 
the identity of Saheth with the Jetavaua Garden. 


13. Another rite where with Pandit Dnva Bam I was able lo do some 
interesting cxcavatiomi, wns that of Mandor in Jodltpur State, the .ancient 
capital of the Prutihnras. Hare I laid bare a temple of unusual plan, the mins 
of which were burii-d in a lofty mound at tlie south-east comer of the iM Fort. 
It consists of a shrine, 19 feet square, perched on the summit of tbi'ce high tcr- 
nitys, which diminish in sisc towards tlic top and are ascendsd bv flight.s of 
Stairs oiithoca.st, north and south sides. Tlie earliest part of thv TemrdB is the 
san^m on the top, the lower part of which is referable to tbe 7th ov pofaihlv 
SthContury A. !>., to which epoch also belong several loose sculptures foun'd 
among jlehns,^ In the lOtb centuiy a was added to the sanctum ; 

and m the l^tli Century, the upper part of the sanctum ap|M!.ars to liave been 
rebmlL. and at the same tiiM the terraces arnund and Imlow it weremhlcd, toge¬ 
ther with the wall surrounding the whole procmet of the Temule Tliese three 
siti:ft.^ive epochs can be a^tinguished by tlie character of the decorative can,'-

svauii TempIoT from wliich it may be presiuued tliat it was couseumt^ to \ isliiiu. 

16. At SanJfarani, in Mad fas, Mr. Ilea liaa cairried to coai pie lion tlie o^ca- 
Tations he had Btartetl in the prcvions seasoa. On (be MTest Hill, he foLind two 
rock, cut caves, with a stujm in one of them, as well iis himiiredfi of monoliihic 
stuiias of various 'izes. On the Eaj<t Hill, the whole of the west .slope jiroved 
to be covered with similar "roups of stupas convorging upwards to an iniioB- 
ing etupa on the summit Besides these, Mr. Rea found aix ehapchi tii^ava- 
tci in the rock with sculptured panels decorating the interior, and, on the 
eastern summit of the hiB, the, foundation and walls of a FtmoUu-al ehapei 
surrounded hy oolle and with a hall and various other Iniildin^ round about. 
The large collection of minor antiquities recovered at thia site iueludeti, it 
may he noticed, pumbers of seals and clay s<*alings and gold, copper lead 
coins; stucco ijimges, votive taMota; vases of many shapes and sizes; an 
ivory dagger; and a black stone cedt. OF the coins a somewhat worn gold piece 
belongs to the Gupta King Snmndmgiipin, who Ixiasts in his inscription on 
the Allahabad pillar, of bnviag conquereti tlie ci^uutry in which Sankaram must 
have been situated. Several of copper coins belong to tbe fii^t hastern 
Cbalukya King Visbnuvardliana, while others ore to be attributed to the Ea«’ 
tern Ganga King Anantarnrmon—Ohodaganga, 

1”. The peculiar mingling of rockcut witli structural buildings which we 
find at Sankaram, is not wholly unknown at other in India. But this 
newly dusOOTcred group of remains alTorda by far the most striking example 
of the dual method of conaftmetion, and entirely refutes the nsaertion made by 
Ferguseon, that no such combination uxisted in India. 

13. Another Buddhist site where Mr. Itea excavated with successful 
resulta is near Raaiatirtham, a small village some 7 niilcs north-cad; of 
Vizlanagram, The particular hill on nhich the remains are situate, is known 
locally as the Go ruhakta Korida, a bare and precipitous ruck about 600 feet 
high. On !i hd't.i of this hill, on its nortli face, Mr. Rea uneartlied the base of 
a large stupa 65 feet in diameter, a tank beside it, three brick halls 

with stone-built stupas in their apses, and a vihata, 77 feet square, with Jong 
row s of cells and mas.’sive stone piert*. 

19. In the Eastern Circle, the long and arduous task of excavating 
the Black Pagoda at Kouarak has hetm finisbed, the close of the work beiu" 
marked by the discovery in the sanctum of numerous carvings of great beauty 
and value. Prominent among thew? is the throne inteiidwl for the main 
image —a pwiestal of green cbloritc Tucasuring 19 Feet long by 7 feet wide and 
adorned with hands of elc]>hanU and othcT iigurBs. It appears that the image 
designed for this tlinme was iievor set up in the sanctmii for on the top 
of the throne was found a smaller pt^dcstal, also of grtTn chlorite, though rela- 
fively niiigh in form, which must have '^•rviid for a smaller statue pending the 
time when tho larger image should ho dodicatod. Facts of inlei’est esliibiiFhcd 
by ibis year's finds ore that the cult of Jagannath was already in existence at 
Puri wiiea tlie Black Pag^Kla was built, and that at that Lime the cult in 
question appertain^ to lh*;J§ai%itsand not, os at present, to the V'aishiiavns. 

20. Finally, it remains to chronicle an inten^ting discovciy lhat has resulted 
from Lbs further e.xcaTatioinjf the Palace of Akliar in the Agra Fort. U appeam 
that at some time subsequent to the eomplotion of the Jahaugiri Mah.ii, a rcjdi- 
tr^f of its fa^e was erected across the woRtern end of Akbar'.s Zenana, tlie two 
facades together presenting on imposing frontage 430feel in length, with two 
high gateways and three towers. The ren.ains of thii later h»C4ide have now 
been brought to light from he-ne.ath a muss of accuniulate'i debris ; they consist 
of a short length immediately mljacont to the Rod Palace, which Ls standing 
to a height of wiuie Itt feet'aljovi! the old ground level ami of the nUnth of the , 
greater part of the ronminder. On tho wont side of GiLi facade, but hearing no 
relation to it, two courts measuring 90 feet liy 40 feet and surrounded by a 
number of jinall chambers have also been revealed. 

21. Tho following account of tho opigraphieal work of the year is furnished, 
by Mr. V. Venkayya, the Government Epigmphist. “ The luscrintlons copied 
tlurimr the year niuler review number more than 830. This numoer does not 
include the impres.sion.'i prtqnured in the Frontier, Northern, Western and 
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Southern Circles for the revised edition of Mita inscriptiona by Profe^or 
IIultzBch of Halle. 

22. “ In the Northorn Circle, Dr. Vogel has discorrered twelve epigraphs, 
of which eight an* iiiscrib(»d on stone, three on cnpper-platcs and one 
on a bronze piUnr. Six of the m.«?criptions are from Native States and tJjo rest 
from the United Proviuces. Tlie earliest of them is a Brfllunl record of 
the 2n(l oentnjy A. D. from Garhwa in the Alialiabad District.^ The copper¬ 
plate of Pariimimlid&va from Pachar in the Jlmnsi District is an interest¬ 
ing find. Mr. Tucker ha.H copied 23 Persian and Arabic inscriptions ranging 
in date from A. D. 102» to 1840. 

23. " In the Eastern Circle, arrangemente have been made for t^ng im- 

E rcfrions of all the inscriptions inside of the compound of the lingaraj temple at 
huihaneswar in Orise^i. Those inscriptions have never been examined care¬ 
fully. There are about twenty of them, some of which are now covered w ith 
whitewnsh. Dr. Bloch has alisi found an old forged copper^plate from EojBtem 
Bengal He thiiiks the forgery was committed for tlio purpose of setting aside 
a genuine grant of iond given some three or four hundr^ ycart. earlier. 

24, ** In the Western Cizdc, 69 epi^phs wore copied, of which ten are 
coppiT-plate grants. Out of the stone inscriptions, 17 are from Aibole in the 
Bijapur District and the vest from Bajputanl. The most important of tlie latter 
is on a stone from Samoll now deposited in the Ajmer Museum.^ It is dated in 
Vikrajna-Saihvat 703 (G-Wi A* D.) and bclongsi to the reign of Siladitya, one of 
tlve earliest Guhila princes of Mewar. An alto^ther new Paramam^ line is 
brought to light by an epigraph in the topkhdttn at Jalor dated in Vi kr a ina - 
Samvnt 1274. One of the copjia-'phites is interesting, as it does not register a 
grant but sets forth rules and ntguktious regarding fiscnl, civil and criniiiial pro¬ 
cedure issued hy Vislmusiiena at tbc rciiue*t of the bania class. Vishnushcnii’s 
date is Yikrama-Sariivat tio9 (A. D, 603) and that of his overlord, Sauumiavanti, 
Kiilaohuri-Samvat 357 (A, D 606), 

25, “ In the Southern Circle, Mr. Hrishna Sastri has discoverud fresh eav- 
ems ■with rock-cut beds and B rail mi inscriptionji at Tininpamhgtmram. Alugnr- 
Qialai and Kuoa^kkudi in the Madura District, The Tirupiiurangugrnm hilt 
whidi is now bdiered to represent a Iiiiffn, contains also Jainu remaina. In 
comparatively recent limes tlie Muhammadmis Lave crt'cted tlie Seeundet Mos¬ 
que on the summit of the hill Alagarmalai seems aha to have he»n occupied 
by the Jfdims at some time. A seat^ linage with a Varieluttu inecrijition tuen- 
tinning the Jaina teacher Ajja^tmdi has been discovered on tlie lull not far from 
tfao cavern ofjntaining rock-cut beds and Brahrai inscriptions. The name of thh 
Jaina teacher is atreody known to os from inseripLions at Apfiinildai, AlTariim- 
lui, and Uttam^lniyimi in the Madura District and at Vallimahu in the North 
Arcot District. The natural cave at Ku^akkudi is now used by a ^va Samnyn- 
sin and is calloJ JEaniyah-Madam. Jaina remains have also lieen found at 
Kuppalnattam and Kohgar-Pu)iyarigulam in the Madura District and at Yed^ 
in the North Arcot DistrUd. Bock-cut eaves have been discovered at Ti nikka - 
lukkunmm in the Chinglcpiit Dif.lricl and at Kupnakkudi in the Madura Dn^- 
triet. The inscriptioiis in the monoHtliic cave at Padavarara near Madras have 
bc::ncvamintri and found to be the iirudat of the PaUava King Mahl^draTaimni. 

30. ** The Assistant Superintendent dl^usaes in his ri mmai M^port the his¬ 
tory of the PalkTus, Ganga-PaUavos, Pandyas, Cholas, Eastern Chalukyas and 
the Vijayanagara kings in the light of the fresh matcrialii discovered during 
the year ander report. The inscriptions copied in the Bastar State of the Central 
Provinces at the instance of I)r, Kouow throw considerable light on the 
huttory of a tract of cfwntiy ivUch remained practically unexplored until recent¬ 
ly. A numltcr of them belong to a new branch of the Bindas, who claimed 
descent from the Noga family. It is interesting to note that Kimo of the inscrip¬ 
tions copied in Ba^'tar are in the Telugu laugi^e and alphabet. 

£7. ** The monolithic cave at Tirukkalukkiigram in the CUingLeput District, 
which roust have eome into existence during the period of Pallava ascendancy, 
contains a large muulier of names cut on tlio pillars and on the rock iu lie 
Roman alphabet with Christian dates accompanying them. Those wore engraved 
at tlie time when the Diiteh were domuiant in Southern India. Some of 
the names have been identified with tbmc lucntloned in Dutch records. Among 
tlu:m arc three Governors of the Coramaiulal Ceaid and two Chiefs of Sadias,

20, The oMhitectural surrey of tho Palace buildings at Mandi^y wm 
continued, 101 drawing in all being completed up to date. 17 diawin^ still **“'**’ 
reiuava to be made, and it is hoped that thi?se will lie finished in the oouise of the 
next official year. The brick temple at Bhitargaon was carefully surreyed 
and a nomlJer of photographs of tilt; reliut found there were taken by the offi¬ 
ciating Superintendunt, Northern Circle. A systematic survey of the 
Fort was undertaken by tho Surveyor, Nortliern Circle, and detail plans pre¬ 
pared of several of the buildings thnro; and in the Eastern Circle the western 
portion of the Itajgir Hills with their ancient remaiiia were mapped out under 
the supervmon of the local Superintendent. Of the total number of 138 draw¬ 
ings prepored hv the Arehffiological Departmotit during the year, 68 relate to 
the PaJaou buildups at iLmdalay. 12 to Mbur’s Palace in the Agra Fort, 11 to 
the Templu of Bhitargaon, and 16 to the various excavations described above. 

The remainder are of a misc8lianft>us chnracter, 

30, It should l»c added that rough drawing wore prepared of a number 
of the more important monuments in Kashmir, hut owing to pressure other 
work they could not unfortunately be finishccL The drawings ot Kashmir 
buildiugs prepared by iSlajor Cole are marred by mMy inaccuracies, and the 
book itself is long since out of print. It is very dearahle, therefore, tiiat new 
and reliable drawings ^ould be published of this higlily interesting group of 
monuments. 

31. The A rehmni ngical Surveyor, Northern Circlet notes that excaTat!on5^«>*f'«"- 

were carriiul out at the instance of a local Kngineer in the Punjab without ' * 

reference to him and the Assistant Superintendent, Southern Circle, reports 

Ihnt the kitchen m the Bhaktavatf^Icsvara Temple at TIrukkalukkunmm was 
demolished without notice being given to the Atchmological Department. In 
the latter ease iD. Krishna Snstri fortunately liappen^ to visit the spot in 
time to CJOpy the inscriptioiLs oil Uie walls before they were destroyed! 

32. Details of the tours accomplkhed by the Local Superintendents will be Tuirt. 
found in their rrB>poctive reports. Hy own tours took me to Ambala, Delhi, 

Muttra, Agra, Lucknow and Sahctli-Maheth, where I was engaged for Eome 
weeks supervising the n^rk of excavation. Thence I prot?eedod westward, visit¬ 
ing Cawnpore, Delhi, GwaUor, Jnlgoon, Erandid, Ajanta, and Mondu, and after¬ 
wards msw my way to Sanchi, Besnngar, Kliajnralio and Agra and so bock to 
Simla on February 2ad, 1909. On February Xlth I again left Simla for Mandor in 
Joflhpnr State, to direct the eioavatbos m the Fort tliore, and Bubscunently 
visited Karachi, Sukkor, Bohawalpur, Multan, Sangla Hill, Sarai Kala, Pesh¬ 
awar and Lahore. 

33, Dr, Sten Konow, tlie Government Epigraphist, left headquarters in 
April, and visited Lahore, Bawalpindi. Peshawar and Kashmir, where he remain¬ 
ed in camp until the end of September. Mr. Venkayyu, who succeeded him, 
made a tour of iiLspection through Yellore, Madras, Pallavaram, Chinglejirut, 

Madura and a niimlier of smaller places in tlie Southern Prcsddency, and alter- 
wnnls proccedud to Simla ci<i Waltair, Calcutta, Bimres and Agra. 

Tlie lh.-part 5 issued during the year comprised the two part<i of the snii 
Director-Gencrars Beport, eight ProvinciM Eeports, and Parts IV—¥I of VoL 
IX of the Epigrtiphia Indwa ; in addition to winch Dr- VogePs Cataln^c of the 
Delhi Museum was ahw published, Tlie several other roimnes noticed in my last 
Beport as being in course of preparation are now in the printer’s bands. A cata- 
logne of the Chamha State Mnseum has been compUea by Dr. Vogel, and is 
likewise in proof, and another volume of South Indian Imcriptions has been 
taken in hand by ^jlr. Krishna Sastri.
